THE GREATEST BASEBALL HIT. 


“The greatest hit in baseball!” 
How oiten is the expression heard. 
Frequently, following a mighty smash 
that proves the turning point in a 
hotly contested game. some one gives 
vent to the words. ‘It was the great- 
est hit in baseball.”’ 

They said it about Rohe last year. 
when his three-bagger broke up the 
Sox-Cub game. It has been said of 
Anson, Lajoie, Brouthers, Keeler, 
Stone, Bill Lange, Wagner and a host 
of other diamond luminaries, and 
probably will be said as often In the 
future as it has been in the past. 

All of which brings up the question, 
what was the greatest hit in baseball 
and who made it? 

However, it may 


be said without 


fear ot contradiction that one of the 
greatest hits in the game’s history 
was made by Mike ‘Tiernan, right 


fielder of the old New York National 
League team—the team that earned 
the title of Giants, which Johnny Me- 
Graw’s outfit inherited. Thousands 
believe the hit is withont a peer, 
everything considered, 

And it was great! Not because it 
was the longest hit ever made, but 
because it came at the end of a long- 
drawn-out battle, of which the pit- 
chera were in control; at the psyeho- 
logical moment when every spectator 
was nerved to the highest tension; 
and it won the game, 

It was Monday, May 12, 1890, that 
Tiernan made history. The Giants 
and Boston were playing at the old 
polo grounds, and Amos Rusie and 
Nichol» were pitching. 

Both were in splendid form. and 
had their opponents at their merey. 

For nine innings the spectators sat 
spellbound by the playing. The work 
of the pitchers and Long time and 
again called for cheers, and not until 
the extra innings commenced did the 
fans pay any attention to any one 
else. Then every play called for ap- 
plause and shovts. 

Throughout the thirteen innings re- 


quired by the Giants to win  Rusie 
was put in holes by errors, Upon 
twelve occasions it was necessary to 


strike out men to prevent a run and 
every time he was able to turn the 
trick. 

Nichols struck out eleven men. but 
his work did not shine so brilliantly 


because the strikeouts did not come 
in moments of greatest suspense. 
When Boston was retired in the 
thirteenth, twenty-five goose eggs 
were chalked upon the score board. 
The first Giant to face Nichols was 


retired, and then Tiernan walked to 
the plate. 

The first ball pitehed was 
into the grand stand, and Umpire 
Powers ripped a new one from __ its 
box. As the ball rolled to Nichols, 
the old one was returned from — the 
stand, and, picking it up, the piteher 


fouled 


asked; “This one is all right, isn’t 
it?” 

“No. The new ball was in play 
first,”” responded Powers. “Oh, all 


right,”” replied Nichols, rubbing | the 
horsehide into the dirt. 

That new ball never reached | the 
catcher, It never crossed the plate. 
Shoulder high it spend like a bullet 
to Tiernan, whose bat met it with a 
solid whack that told the story of 
strength applied,, and the ball start- 
ed toward the fence. 

Brodie in centre and Shellhesse in 
right started with the erack of the 
bat. The ball was but thirty-five or 
forty feet in the air, and it appeared 
like cither outfield*r might get it. 
But the wallop was as true as a head- 
on collision, and the ball traveled like 
a projectile from a big gun. 

On went the ball beyond the sprint- 
ing fielders; on beyond the embank- 
ment; on beyond the fence on top of 
the embankment and on beyond the 
line of vision of the fans. 

The scene as Tiernan trotted around 
the bases has been witnessed on every 
dimnond in the land. To attempt to 
describe it would be folly, The exact 
distance travelled by the ball can be 
measured today, for the flagstaff was 
erected on the spot where it fell—but 
they had to push back the centre 
field fence to include the site.

Wilt APPEAL THE CASE. 

At the R. N. W. M. P. Barracks this 
morning W. H. Martin, contractor, 
Strathcona, was fined $25 and costs for 
practicing as an architect without being 
registered as required by the Alberta 
act, 1906, 

The prosecution was conducted by bl’. 
C, Jamieson of Rutherford, Jamieson & 
Mode and Mr. Martin was defended hy 
J. KK. Lavett, 

The clause of the act under which the 
information was laid reads as follows 

“After the expiration of six 


months 
from the publication of the notice of the 
organization of the couneil of the said 
assoclation, no person can take or make 
use of the name or title of architect, 
either singly or in connection with any 
other word, name, title, or designation, 
giving it to be understood that he is 
an architect under this Act, unless he is 
registered upder this act as a member 
of the said Association. 

Mr. Lavell raised the ingenious point 
that the offence as intended by the Leg- 
islatures was “taking the name of archi-
